In Stockton Hall, 
they will hear Justice Wiley B. Rut- 
ledge of the United States Court of 
Appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia discuss "Law and Lawyers in 
the Modern World." 

Justice Rutledge, former Dean of 
the Iowa Law School and a widely 
known Jurist, has always been a fa- 
vorite speaker before locfl audi- 
ences. The Justice has Just returned 
from the meeting at Columbus. 
Ohio, where the "Bei^ch and Bar” 
discussed the problem currently up- 
permost before the profession: How 
'to best aid those not now able to 
be represented with adequate legal 
aid. It is logical that Justice Rut- 
ledge will speak In relation to this 
problem and Its proposed solutions. 

Preceding the speech by Rutledge 
■ will be an argument of a case on 
•fpeal by four students of the Law 
school. The case, Rosenberg vs. 
Murray, reported in 116 F. (2nd) 
K7, is one recently decided by ths 
United States Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia and on 
which Justice Rutledge wrote a 
vigorous distent. 9 

This time, however, the Judge 
will view from the side-line while 
Washington attorneys George Monk 
and John Jackson Judge the argu- 
ments and render a decision. Thom- 
as N. Dowd and Charles P. Olson 
will argue for the appellant whlls 
Jack N. Hayes, Jr.. President of the 
Student Bar Association, and Rob- 
ert W. Hudson will argue for ap- 
pellee.

At the 
beginning of each year they sign up 
for a eertatn number of weeks of 
wnrfc at each school They then 
spend the school year fulfilling 
their contracts. Well known models 
usually visit the same schools year 
after year. Winnie covers the east- 
ern circuit; going to Cornell. Penn 
State, Corcoran, G.W. and many 
othars. She stays from two to throe

Winnie says that most models in- 
tend to quit modeling and do soma- 
thing else. Models who have no in- 
terest in art drift away from mod* 
ollng very soon. Models who have 
an Interest In art usually becoms 
veterans. Thert Is an Instance of a 
model returning year after year to 
Tale until she became a grand* 
mother and still conttnusd to post. 

Quite a number of models are 
manied and still continue to servo 
as modelA In their spare time most 
modds live an sveraga life. They 
go to the movies, take care of thetr 
dothes. goasip with other models, 
and catch up on their sleep. 

Modeling is now very crowded 
and many schools had to cut tbo 
rate of pay and the number of 
rlisssi because of decreased budg- 
ets. Photographic models art paid 
more but their field Is even more 
crowded and the poalng Ufa of the 
modd Is Hmltad to a few years.

9otchey, genial, well liked by play- 
era and coaches alike left the Unl- 
verafty only a yMr ago to take a 
poaltlon aa line coach at Tulaa tJnl- 
veralty. Before leaving he had held 


the line coach position four years 
beginning In 19W. During this pe- 
riod he was considered one of the 
greatest line coaches that ever 
worked with this University. 

Koch replaces Gene Shields, who 
because of business tie-ups Is un- 
able to return to the University. 
Shields had notified the University 
a month ago that he would not re- 
turn. and that the position should 
be considered vacant 

Koch heard ol the vacancy and 
applied Immediately, and was na- 
turally considered as the outstand- 
ing applicant because of his famill- 
s.rlty with the system, his popular- 
ity on this campus, and primarily 
because of his grMt success In his 
previous tenure here. Botchey rp- 
Signed his position as line coach 
at Tulsa at the close of the last 
season, and despite the fact.that he 
was offered the position of head 
eoach if he would reconsider his 
resignation and return, he refused. 

' Commenting on Shields' dedston 
to remain in Oregon and drop 
eoaching. Max Farrington, director 
^ athletics stated, "We were en- 
tirely satisfied with Gene Shields 
as line coach and feel that he did 
a splendid fob here. He was well 
liked by everyone with whom he 
had connections here at the Uni- 
versity." 

Botchey Koch, having gained 
State-wide recognition as a high- 
school footballer in Texas, went on 
to become the first All-American 
football player In the now well-rep-

resented southwest Born In the 
same town as Sammy Baugh, he 
went on to become, with Sammy 
and Davey O'Brien, the most popu- 
lar football player of all time in 
the State of Texas. 

Last year Botchey waa named on 
the all-time All-America eleven 
picked by Harry Stuhldreher, and 
Grantland Rice. Stuhldreher, at 
that time, quoted Knute Rockne as 
saying that Koch was the greatest 
guard he ever saw. 

Among the great players devel- 
oped by Koch have been Bob Now- 
askey, now with the Chicago Bears 
and receiver of AU-Amerlcan recog- 
nition: Ray Hanken, formerly with 
the New York Giants, and now 
coaching here; Ox Parry, and many 
others.

Army, Navy, Ohio State, Minne- 
sota, Georgetown, VUlanova, Duke, 
Nebraska, and Virginia fell before 
the onslaught of the mighty Rein- 
haitmen. Each waning season 
found tho Colonials In the first 
flight of Eaatom and South Atlan- 
tic ooUege teams. 

The currant Colonlali have car- 
ried the Buff 'a Blue banner to 
heights never before reached, In 
ringing up U vletorlea out of their 
22-game achedule. Undoubtedly the 
toui^eat opponent that this team 
faced waa Georgetown. Twice the

With the Reinhart teams playing 
this kind of heads-up, oo|ocM ball, 
It la no wonder that they have 
gained the enthusiastic support of 
the entire student body, nor that 
they have been directly req^onidble 
(or wlnnli^ thouaapda of new mn* 
to the aport during the past saa- 
•on. No loM than three new. at- 
tendance records were aet as the 
Colonials staged their home gamaa 
In nearby Rlvoralde Stadium.

My first public service was to re- 
cover Salamis from the Megarians. 

That isn’t the namo of a disease In 
case you are suspicious. I was 
chief magistrate of Athens with 
unlimited and dictatorial powers to 
cope with a critical economic and 
political condition. I brought about 
many economic and constitutional 
changes which had lasting effects. 

I was exiled for ten years because 
some of my reforms were unpopu- 
lar. I returned to find civil strife 
and confusion. Later a tyrant was 
Installed. My greatest achieve- 
ment was to write a democratic 
constitution. I died in 558 B. C." 

We have as our companions Con- 
fucius, Justinian, Mohammed, 

Charlemagne, King John, St. 

Louis, Hammurabi. Hugo Grotius, 

Blackstone, Marshall, and Napol- 
eon.

• BECAUSE OF the Increasing 
need for engineers In national de-' 
fense work, the United States Civil 
Service Commission has again an- 
nounced an examination to fill 
Junior engineer positions In 'any 
branch of engineering. The salary 
Is 12,000 a year less a 34 percent 
retirement deduction; Applications 
will now be rated as received ^at 
the Commission's Washington of- 
fice until Dec. 31, 1941. Qualified 
-persons who do not have eligible 
ratings under previous junior en- 
gineer examinations held by the 
Commission within the past year 
are urged to file their applications 
at once. 

Competitors must have 'Com- 
pleted a 4-year engineering course, 
except that senior students will be 
admitted under certain conditions.
